You are Always Welcome in Missouri's Scenic State Parks 
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The function of the Missouri State Park Board is to acquire, protect, 
develop and interpret for the inspiration, use and enjoyment of the 
people of the state a well-balanced system of areas of outstanding 
scenic, recreational and historic importance. These areas shall be held in 
trust in the state park system as irreplaceable portions of Missouri's 
natural and historic heritage, as well as provide nonurban recreation op- 
portunities for the state’s citizens and visitors that are normally beyond 
the responsibility of the state’s political subdivisions. In determining 
these policies, the Board is cognizant of the interest of the public, the 
legislature and the state administration. 

It is the desire of the State Park Board to expand the present state park 
system so that no citizen of Missouri will be over a one hour’s drive to 
a state park, and intensify existing facilities in order to better serve the 
residents of Missouri as well as to further encourage tourism in Missouri. 


We are at the present time working with several other state depart- 
ments in the development of a comprehensive Outdoor Recreation Plan 
projecting to the year 2000, as required by the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, so that Missouri will be eligible to receive matching monies 
from the Federal Land and Water Conservation Fund for development, 
acquisition and planning. Missouri’s share will be approximately $2¥2 
million to be divided among state agencies, counties and cities for out- 
door recreation facilities. 


The School of Forestry of the University of Missouri has undertaken ap- 
propriate research with the cooperation of the State Park Board to 
determine the recreational impact on the state parks of Missouri. It is 
hoped that the results of this research will yield information that will 
help us to better understand the response of the site to varying types 
and intensities of recreation. With this information in hand, we will be 
in a position to forecast future losses and to recommend policies and 
procedures for the maintenance and construction of state park facilities. 


The State Park Board continued to use the labor of Training School Boys 
from Boonville and the labor of adult inmates from the Fordland Honor 
Camp. The labor of both groups has been very satisfactory to the State 
Park Board. 

According to the number of boys and adult inmates who return to the 
parks to review their work when they are released, they have found that 
there is dignity and self-satisfaction in doing work which is productive 
and meaningful. Their self-concept and feeling of self-worth are en- 
hanced, as well as the state parks, by the work they do in the parks. 
The potential of this program can be even greater with year-round work 
camps in selected parks. 
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The new swimming pool in our Bennett Spring State Park opened July 1, 1964. This 
pool, wading pool, showers and dressing room facilities were built with revenue bonds 
sold by the Missouri State Park Board. 


From the U. S. Corps of Engineers we have accepted areas on Table 
Rock, Lake Wappapello and Pomme de Terre with a license agreement. 
The development of these areas is not complete as of January 1, 1965. 
We are also negotiating for areas suitable for outdoor recreation on 
the Stockton and the Kaysinger Bluff Reservoirs. The last two areas will 
fill a void in south and west central Missouri. Kaysinger Bluff will supply 
water and related outdoor recreation for the citizens living in the greater 
Kansas City area. 


The first revenue bonds totaling $600,000 were sold with an interest 
rate of 3.66% on April 1, 1963. The following projects have been com- 
pleted: 


a. Rental Cabins at Thousand Hills State Park 
b. Swimming Pool at Bennett Spring State Park 
c. Swimming Pool at Big Lake State Park 


The dining lodge and motel at Montauk State Park is under construction 
and the completion date will be approximately July 1, 1965. 


I. NATURALIST PROGRAM 


Nature museums were maintained in four parks during the 1964 
season. A Naturalist was in charge of each museum and was responsi- 
ble for the evening movie program, nature talks, and hikes. 


One new movie projector was purchased and assigned to Washing- 
ton State Park. Portable outdoor screens were purchased for each of 
the four museums. Movies pertaining to nature and outdoor recre- 
ation were shown on Wednesdays and Saturdays only. 


A general program is underway to improve the present museums and 
to expand the system by adding new museums in the parks with 
heavy visitation. Expansion will be limited by the availability of 
proper museum buildings and sufficient funds for employment of 
seasonal Naturalists.

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INDIAN ARCHAEOLOGICAL PROGRAM 


A long-range study program is underway, as pertains to the Indians, 
to what extent the Missouri State Park Board will develop the inter- 
pretation of Indians and archaeology of Missouri. The major develop- 
ments at this time are as follows: 


A. Van Meter State Park, Lyman Center for Archaeological Research 


+, 


Visitation — The number of recorded visitors increased from 
7,135 to 7,464 and included persons from 36 states, plus the 
Countries of India and Iran. There were 1,300 visitors for open 
house on July 26, 1964. 


Pease Dome Exhibit Shelter — The building was patched and 
given one coat of paint. There are now 13 case exhibits and 
7 open panel exhibits. 


French Pirogue or Dugout Canoe — This excellent relic of the 
fur trade era has been on exhibit since February, 1964. 


Field School — There were 7 students in attendance. Work was 
done in the vicinity of the new buildings where 15 refuse 
pits, 2 partial house patterns, and 2 fire basins were ex- 
cavated. 


Publication — A new publication entitled A Guide to the Ex- 
hibits, by Robert T. Bray, was financed by the Van Meter Park 
Development Association and sells for 50c each. 
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B. Washington State Park 


1. A seasonal Archaeologist assisted visitors and cared for the 
petroglyphs. No record was maintained of the number of 
visitors to the site. A general study was made as to improved 
methods of caring for the petroglyphs. 


2. Also, plans are being developed for improvement of the 
visitor center with more emphasis on the story of petroglyphs. 
It is planned to place the new exhibits into use for the 1965 
season. 


C. Graham Cave State Park 


1. Protection for the cave is under study, and preliminary plan- 
ning for the museum and exhibits has been completed. 


Ill. HISTORICAL PROGRAM 


Missouri's participation in the American Landmarks Celebration was 
administered by the Missouri State Park Board. This observance was 
part of a world-wide program to better inform citizens of their herit- 
age. 

General planning was completed for improvement of the historic 
records’ system. This would be accomplished through appraisal of 
items on hand to include a dollar value and period of manufacture. 
An improved system of records, plus marking of items, must be con- 
sidered as future projects. 


A. Arrow Rock State Park 


Arrow Rock probably enjoyed its most popular year during the 
1964 season. There were five functions worth mentioning. 


First, the Country Auction, sponsored by the Friends of Arrow 
Rock, Inc., was held in June. This event was in the park and has 
become so popular that it is now an annual affair. 


Second, during July and August, the Arrow Rock Lyceum staged 
a series of plays. This building is adjacent to the park. 


Third, on September 19 and 20, the Homes Tour proved very 
popular and more than 2,000 persons visited the Hall and Bing- 
ham Houses. 


Fourth, the Dr. Matthew W. Hall House dedication was on October 
4, when Mr. Russell H. Stocksdale presented the building to the 
D. A. R. for their use as a State Chapter House. 
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Finally, on November 8, the National Park Service presented the 
Historic Sites Landmark plaque to the Missouri State Park Board 
and the citizens of Arrow Rock. 


Renovation was started in late 1964 on the George Caleb Bing- 
ham House. The old cellar has been replaced and much interior 
work has been accomplished. The project should be completed 
near the middle of 1965. The Dr. Matthew W. Hall House was 
completely renovated during 1964. The decoration and furnish- 
ings for the interior were provided by the D. A. R. The side yard 
west of the Tavern was landscaped, and a decorative fence was 
placed in the corner near the building. The Museum Records’ Sys- 
tem has been established, although individual items have not 
been marked. 


General improvements planned for Arrow Rock include more 
sidewalks, removal of signs, repair stone gutters, remove 
evidence of concrete, repairs for the Tavern, and historic research. 


B. Boonslick State Park 


Preliminary research has been initiated and interpretive dis- 
plays have been planned. 


C. Civil War Battle of Lexington State Park and Anderson House 


Visitation at the Anderson House reached a new high of 14,376 
persons. This is the first year since 1961 that has indicated such a 
large interest. The year 1961 was the centennial observance and 
re-enactment of the Civil War Battle. 


An interior decoration program is underway to improve and up- 
grade the furnishings of the various rooms. Nothing will be done 
which later may be damaged during building renovation. 


D. First Missouri State Capitol 


Although no appropriation was available, normal preventive 
maintenance was followed, such as painting, roof repairs, and 
clean up. Mr. Booker Rucker, Historic Archaeologist, cleared the 
rear area of backfill which remained from previous trenching. 
Photographs were taken and some mapping was completed. 


The First Missouri State Capitol Restoration Commission selected 
Dr. Homer Clevenger as Chairman. There were three meetings 
during the year with accomplishments in several areas. One 
hundred additional copies of the Restoration Plan were purchased. 
Recommendations were made to the Missouri State Park Board to 
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request $335,000 from General Revenue during the 73rd General 
Assembly. 


E. Mark Twain Birthplace Memorial Shrine 
Attendance at the Mark Twain Birthplace Memorial Shrine has 
shown a steady decline since the dedication in 1960. It is hoped 
that this trend will reverse and level out at approximately 10,000 
visitors per year. 


There were 26 acquisitions which included 87 items. Fourteen 
new books were added to the library. The library is fast becoming 
one of the most complete on Mark Twain and is of value for 
serious research. 


An exhibit was prepared for the cultural display in the Missouri 
Pavilion at the New York World’s Fair. Included was the manv- 
script for the first publication of Tom Sawyer. 


F. General John J. Pershing Boyhood Home Memorial Shrine 


Visitor attendance indicates a steady increase but the overall 
potential has not been reached. The total figure of 1,709 for 1964 
is very poor for a historic site situated only one mile from a major 
cross state highway. 


There are several things which should be accomplished to im- 
prove visitor attendance, such as additional signs on U. S. High- 
way 36, a brochure or shrine folder, and a program of contacts 
with schools in the area. 


G. Harry S. Truman Birthplace Memorial Shrine 


Without doubt, the most important and desirable occurrence has 
been the large increase in visitation. The increase from 14,846 
in 1963 to 18,921 in 1964 is largely due to the new outdoor ad- 
vertising signs erected by civic groups in Lamar. 


These figures are accurate and include only those persons signing 
the visitor register, and not individuals on the grounds and pass- 
ing in cars before or after operating hours. 


H. Watkins Mill State Park 


The park and mill were closed for the season of 1964 and prob- 
ably will remain closed for several years. 


Restoration, under contract with McCullough Construction 
Company of Excelsior Springs, began on September 1, 1964.

Watkins Woolen Mill, which is the prime reason for a state park, 
will be renovated first and $28,500 has been obligated for that 
purpose. All exterior masonry work has been completed as well 
as topping out the smokestack. Drainage around the mill has been 
corrected. New roof material has been purchased, plus window 
frames and sashes, but has not been installed. 


An Archaeological Report detailing the power plant was pre- 
pared by Mr. Booker Rucker. This report is on file with the Mis- 
souri State Park Board. 


The Advisory Committee on Watkins Mill State Park met one time 
in October. This was primarily an orientation session but they rec- 
ommended that the park be not open for 1965. 


IV. RECREATION AND PUBLIC INFORMATION 
A. Overnight Camping 


Overnight camping continued to increase rapidly with 698,31 1 
overnight campers during 1964, an increase of 44,981 overnight 
campers over 1963. Meramec State Park was high with 105,674 
overnight campers and Lake of the Ozarks State Park was next 
with 101,905. 


The increase in overnight tent and trailer camping over the past

Steps are being taken to organize the overnight camping areas 
into individual campsites to provide more privacy and enjoyment 
for the campers and to protect the camping areas from overuse. 
Camping areas are being enlarged in hopes of providing camp 
sites for the ever increasing number of campers. 
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. Organized Group Camping 


Organized group camping continues to be one of the popular 
activities in our state park program. The number of camper days 
remain about the same from year to year, as the facilities are 
leased by non-profit organizations for most of the available days 
throughout the camping season. Any increase or decrease in the 
number of camper days depends upon the number of campers 
and staff each sponsoring agency brings to camp. 


. Park Movies 


The state park motion picture entitled ‘The State Parks of Mis- 
souri”’ has proven to be very popular. Since its release in January, 
1958, it has been projected 1,842 times to an audience of 139,- 
615. For the year of 1964, it was projected 183 times to an audi- 
ence of 18,356. 


The new film entitled “Camping For Everyone,” which is in full 
color and sound, was released to the public on January 19, 1962. 
All photography for the film was taken by our staff photographer 
in our state parks. It has been well received by schools, family 
tent camping, group camping, and civic organizations. Since its 
release, the film has been projected 310 times to an audience of 
35,072. For the year of 1964, it was projected 77 times to an 
audience of 13,590. 


. Public Information 


/ 


In an effort to acquaint the people of Missouri with their state 
parks, we had on display the State Park Board Exhibit during the 
Kansas City Boat, Sports and Travel Show and the Midwest Sports 
Show in St. Louis — each with an attendance exceeding one hun- 
dred thousand. The Missouri State Park Board Exhibit is one of the 
most popular booths at these two Shows. The public is very much 
interested in obtaining all of the information possible about the 
facilities and features in our state parks. 


The total distribution of literature by the Missouri State Park Board 
includes 200,000 general brochures and approximately 25,000 
individual folders on parks and historic shrines annually. These 
are distributed through personal contact, mail, and travel organi- 
zations. The Director and various staff members made numerous 
talks and prepared articles for park, recreation, and historic pub- 
lications.

The Missouri State Park Board property inventory was maintained 
up to date during the year of 1964.

B. Utilization of Surplus Property 


The program for better utilization of surplus property, which was 
begun in 1960, was continued in 1964 with noticeable savings. 
This was done in conjunction with the continued service area 
hls program to make the service areas more presentable and 
safe. 


C. Concession Inspection Program 


The Concession Inspection Program initiated in 1960 was con- 
tinued in 1964. The inspector periodically checked concessions 
for cleanliness and adherence to contract regulations as well as to 
Missouri State Board of Health Regulations. This has been an ef- 
fort that encouraged the concessionaires to maintain cleanliness 
and sanitary conditions at a level complimentary to the Missouri 
State Park Board and the concession operation.
